as We by Our Pꝛotlamation of the Fourteenth of May laſt, upon Jnfo2mation 
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therefoze We did alſo Declare the ſaid Liberty to be intended no moꝛe but as a tempoꝛary Diſpenſation, 
and not at all to lefſen the Authozity of their Charters, as to the Government of that Society, either at 
home oz abꝛoad. And now there having an Eſſay and Tryal been made, whether the laying open of 
that Trade would ſo increaſe the Uent ot the woollen Panutactures of this Dur Kingdom, as to re- 
lieve both the G2owers of Wooll, and Clothiers within the ſame :-And We being now certified by the 
Petition ofthe Clothiers themſelves, as alſo of the general complaint of all Dur Clothing Counties in 
this Dur Kingdom, that this Liberty hath not pꝛoduted the pꝛomiſed anddeſiredeffects : 


We therefoze of Dur Pꝛintely Care and Pꝛobidente foꝛ the conſervation and reſtauration of the Trade of 


Cloth, and all other woollen Manufactures now made, o2 hereafter to be made within this Dur — 1 
dom, wherein the ſame is ſo highly concerned, habe thought it fit; with Advice of Our Pꝛivy Council, 
timely to p2ovide and apply ſome eftectual remedy to the many dangerous diſoꝛders and incroachment 
within this Fellowſhip, and upon this Trade: Andto that end, by Advice afozeſaid, We do hereby de- 


clare Dur ſaid pꝛotlamation of the Fourteenth of May laſt, and the Licenſes and Liberties thereby grant⸗ 


ed fo2 a tempoꝛary Ellay and Tryal, to be expired, determined, and boid: And therefoze We do hereby 
{ſtrictly Will and Command, That no perſon oz perſons, Subject oꝛ Subjects of Dur Realm of England, 
ſhall from hencetozth Ship, Tranſpoꝛt, Carry o2 Conbey, oꝛcauſe to be Shipped, Tranſpozted, Carried, oꝛ 
Conveped, either from Dur City oꝛ Pozt of London, oz from any other City, Town, Poꝛt, Haben b2 
Creek of Dur Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, any wool- 
len Cloth, either white Clothes, coloured Clothes, dꝛeſt and died out of the whites, Clothes called 


Spaniſh Clothes, mixt, o2 of one colour, oꝛ any Bates, Kerſies, Perpetuanoes, oꝛ any Stockins oꝛ other 


woollen Commodities whatſoever, now made, oꝛ hereafter to be made within Dur Realm afozeſaid, un- 
to any the Cities, Tovons, Poꝛts, oꝛ other plates within the Countries of Germany, oz the Seventeen 
P2ovinces of the Netherlands, Saving only ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons as are o2 ſh all be free of, admitted and 
continued as Member of the ſaid Fellowſhip of Perchant-Adventurers of England, and none others: And 
that no Freemen of the ſaid Fellowſhip ſhall Ship, Tranſpozt, Carry o2 Convey, oꝛ cauſe to be Shipped; 
Tranſpoꝛted, Carried oꝛ Conveyed, any Clothes oz woollen Manufactures made within Dur Realm, 


Dominion, and Town of Berwick afozeſaid, without ſpecial Licenſe of the ſaid Fellowſhip, into any the 


parts of Germany, o2 the Seventeen P2ovinces of the Netherlands, oz unto the Lovon of Calais, oz the 
Marches thereof, ſabe only to the publick Barts, Staples and Belidences declared by the ſaid Fellow- 


ſhip within the parts afozeſaid beyond the Seas, fo2 the time being, o2 to one of them. And to the end 


that this Trade may be the better imp2oved in an oꝛderly and well governed way, Dur Wull andPleaſure 
ig. That the ſaid Fellowſhip of Merchants-Adventurers of England ſhall from hencefozth from time to 
time admit and receive into the Freedom of their ſaid Fellowſhip. all and every ſuch Dur Subjects as 
ſhall at any time hereafter deſire and demand the ſame, paying Thirteen pounds ſir ſhillings eight pence 
as a Fine to the ſaid Fellowſhip, foꝛ their Entry, Intom and Admittance thereunto, (That is to ſap ) 
ſuchas are of London, to be meer Merchants, and exerciſed in that pꝛofeſſion, and no Shop-keepers, ex- 
rept giving over their Shops. And luch as are of the Dut-pozts, if bꝛed in Berchandile though Shop⸗ 
keepers; Pꝛobided that every ſuch perſon, both of London and of the Out⸗ poꝛts afozeſaid, do demand their 
faid Freedom, and be actually admitted into the ſame within one year next enſuing the date hereof, And 
that their Sons and Servants ſhall at their ſeveral Admiſſions and making Free, be admitted foꝛ the 
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ſum of Six pounds thirteen ſhillings and four pence, {crozding to the Statute of the Twelfth of Henry the 
Seventh. And Pur further Will andPleaſure is, That no perſon oꝛ perſons not qualified as afozeſaid, 
ſhall pzeſume to Trade in any the above-mentioned Conmodities into any the Foꝛreign parts befoze named, 
upon pain of Dur high diſpleaſure ; foꝛ that We, in cde We ſhall perceive that any perſon oz perſons ſhall 
neglect to take hold ofthis Our Gzace hereby offeredthem to be admitted into the ſaid Fellowſhip, and 
call yet continue to Trade diſoꝛderly into the parts of Germany, oꝛ the Seventeen Pꝛobintes of the Nether- 
lands, and out of the Mart and Staple Towns of theaid Fellowſhip of Merchants⸗ Adventurers therein 
fo2 the time being, We hall not only habe tauſe foz be future, utterly to deny and exclude them of this 
G2ace, but will require a ſtrict account of ſuch perſon! foꝛ their contempt oz neglect of this Pur Royal 
Command herein, and will take ſuch courſe as ſhall ie fitting foꝛ their puniſhment, and foz the futurs 
reſtraint of ſuch diſozders. And to the end that the Chrters and Gobernment of the ſaid Fellowſhip may 
be the better put in execution, and to the intent that al Offenders — the ſame may be diſcovered and 
bꝛought to Yuſtice, and ſuch puniſhment intlitted upon hem foꝛ ſuch their Offences, as by their ſaid Char⸗ 
ters, O2ders and Conſtitutions ought to be inflictedin ſuch as wilfully and contemptuouſly tranſgreſs 
againſt Dur Charters, and this Pur P2oclamation n purſuante of the ſame; Ule do by and with 


Adviceof Pur Pꝛiby Council, hereby Will and nd, as well the Judges of Our High Court of 
Admiralty, as the Marſhal and under-Officers of theame, as alſo Dur Commiſſioners oz Farmers of 
Our Cuſtoms foz the time being, and the Searchergf Dur Cuſtoms in all Dur Pozts of England, and 
the ſeberal Dfficers of what kind ſo eber, belongingto, and attending the Service of Dur Cuſtoms 
outwards : As alſo all Dur Admirals. Uice-admirall, Commanders, Captains and Officers whatſo- 
ever, of any of Dur Ropal Ships, o2 any of Dur Gffles, Blockhouſes, and Fozts reſpectively, and 
all other Dur Officers and Miniſters in their ſeber places, tobe aiding and afſiſting unto the ſaid 
Fellowſhip and 1 of Berchants-Adventurerszf England, and all ſuch as they ſhall implop in 
all matters and things tending to the ſuppoztationof the Government of the ſaid Fellowſhip and 
Company, and regulation of their Trade, and foz the peſerbationof the P2ibiledges, Juriſdictions, and 
Franchiſes by Our Royal Pzedecefſozs to them granted, and by Our ſelf to them confirmed by Dur 
Letters Patents, 8 i”
